* 'Most men are honest/ Thus saith Collier’s. 
What bunk! 
Who but knows that never was a 
private railroad managed honestly in America un­ 
less it straightway failed? 
And why should we 
tell our children to ‘tell the truth’ when everyone 
in business lies a perpetual stream or else goes 
bankrupt? In business, dishonesty and lying are 
reduced to a science along with adulteration, and 
why unfit children for the system under which 
they live? Rather, why not shift the system to 
one under which humans might live honestly ? 
That is a letter from a California physician. 
It is typical of many which Collier’s receives. 
In 
this case it indicates an exceedingly casual and 
faulty diagnosis, of a type which the doctor, as a 
good doctor, would not for a moment countenance 
in professional practice. 
Honesty is a matter of vitally utilitarian com­ 
mon sense before it is a matter of sentiment or 
morality. If men really were so dishonest as the 
doctor and his sympathizers seem to think, none 
of his patients would pay their bills, nor could he, 
for instance, order a set of instruments by mail 
and pay for them by check after he had received 
them. Our entire business and professional sys­ 
tem depends absolutely on most men being hon­ 
est.

LUNG BATH SOMETHING NEW 


Traps Ha vs Proved Effective Method* 
of Getting Rid of Human and 
Animal Poeta. 


The use of fly trap for catching 
screw-worm flics la a new Idea as a 
means of combating those abominable 
insects, and has already proved de­ 
cidedly effective. They are a first- 
class pest In some parts of this country, 
and especially In southwest Texas. 
Cnttle 
and 
other 
livestock 
suffer 
much from their attacks, their habit 
being to lay eggs in any sort of wouud. 
I The larvae batched from the eggs 
bore Into the tissues, feeding upon 
tnein and doing most destructive mis­ 
chief. 
When ready to transform Into 
pupae, they come out, drop to the 
ground and bury themselves to await 
metamorphosis into flies. The screw- 
worm files are typical meat files, and 
the carcass of any dead animal quickly 
becomes a hatchery for them. 
Hence, 
In the region afflicted by them, it 
Is very Important that all carcasses 
shall be promptly destroyed, preferably 
by burning. Occasionally tt happens 
that 
human 
beings 
are 
attacked. 
A fly crawls up the nostrils of a sleep­ 
ing 
person and lays Its eggs. The 
larvae hatched from them Invade the 
sinuses, and death is likely to result 
—Milwaukee Sentinel.
